A RESOLUTION OF THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 

THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA SUPPORTING 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF JANUARY 15, 1988 AS 
THE FIRST ANNUAL DAY FOR NONVIOLENCE IN 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA. 


WHEREAS, the life of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. is widely 


acclaimed as an inspirational model of nonviolent social change; and 


WHEREAS, it is in the interest of the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana and its residents to preserve and foster 
the legacy of nonviolence, both as a tool for confronting injustice, 


and as a practical way of life; and 


WHEREAS, there are citizens of Fort Wayne, Indiana who often 
feel overwhelmed by the violence and injustice which surrounds them, 
which violence is repeated daily in the forms of family abuse, violent 


crime, racism and discrimination, and other forms of oppression; and 


WHEREAS, the people of this community need a moment to 
contemplate ways to end violence and to follow Dr. King's example of 


living a life of nonviolence; and 


WHEREAS, we can attain nonviolence in our personal, social 


and political lives only if we plan for it and work for it. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT IT SUPPORTS THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
JANUARY 15, 1988 AS THE FIRST ANNUAL DAY FOR NONVIOLENCE IN THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA, AND IT FURTHER RESOLVES THAT: 

SECTION 1. The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 


Indiana urges all its citizens to contemplate the possibilities which 


nonviolence might offer.

SECTION 2. The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana urges all its citizens to observe one minute of silence together 
at 11:45 A.M. on January 15, 1988 in order to imagine what the world 
would be like if all violence ceased, and they further should drive their 
vehicles with its lights on, for that minute, to signify the light of 


nonviolence. 


SECTION 3. The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana urges all departments and employees of the City of Fort Wayne, 


Indiana to participate in these specifice observances during that day. 


SECTION 4. The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana urges all churches and schools to participate in Nonviolence Day 
by pealing bells, observing the moment of silence, and other pertinent, 


meaningful activities on that day. 


SECTION 5. The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana encourages all residents to observe and develop Nonviolence Day 
this year and in all following years, to the end that all forms of family 
abuse will stop, all forms of oppression and discrimination will not be 
practiced, all arrests and other disciplinary measures will be taken in 
the least violent, oppressive manner possible, and that all violent crime 


and all other uses of violence cease. 


SECTION 6. The Common Council of the City Fort Wayne, 
Indiana encourages the recognition on the part of all the citizens. of 
this community that our rights as citizens individually and collectively 
to be free from violence, discrimination and oppression in our daily 
lives are worthy of protection, and that we have the highest duty as 


citizens to speak out when those rights are violated.
